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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 23 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Applicants' use of the "toner additive" has no limit 
and does not further define the independent claim. Applicants' "causing an image " on a 
substrate is not supported by the language found on pages 33-34 of applicants' 
specification. 

3. Claim 30 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 1 . When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). If applicants can show in the specification a 
different product or toner then restriction will be made between the different inventions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Keoshkerian et al [5714993] in view of Paine [5304450], Sacripante et al [5213934] and 
li et al [5886067]. Applicants' claims are to a dry toner having an amphipathic copolymer 
encapsulating a visual enhancement additive, a method of making the toner particle, 
and a method of using the toner particle. Keoshkerian et al teaches the process of 
making a toner particle using a free radical reactive monomer, a colorant and a 
stabilizer compound containing a stable free radical reactive group. The toner can be 
either in a dry or liquid form note Col 23 line 66. The polymer encapsulated pigment 
particle can be a diblock copolymer wherein at least one of the blocks is water soluble 
and subsequently added blocks or segments may be partially or entirely water insoluble 
and the HLB (hydrophobe-lipophobe balance) is controlled. The term amphipathic 
polymer is taught in Li et al Col.2 line 10-30 as a stabilizer. The amphipathic polymer 
shell acts to sterically-stabilize the core particles. Paine teaches the process of using a 
steric stabilizer in the preparation of toner polymer particles. A graft polymer with A 
segments chemically bonded to B segments by the addition of a nonsolvent for A, which 
is a solvent for B thereby resulting in a sterically stabilized dispersion of polymer 
particles. Note Col 6. Sacripante teaches the use of many polyfunctional reagents that 
have many different physical properties. The shell monomer can be a NCO, COCI or a 
water soluble shell polyamine or polyol monomer or can be a NH 2 , OH and oil soluble 
polyisocyanate. Note Col.3 and 4 The microcapsule formed may be washed and dried 
and used in an electrophotographic process. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of success to 
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use the polymers used as stabilizers that posses a amphipathic properties in the outer 
resin of an encapsulated toner to provide the physical properties to the toner such as 
the control of the size of the toner particle. 

Double Patenting 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

6. Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

7. Claim. 1 provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of copending 
Application No. 10/612243,612535, 881011 and 881023. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because all the 
claims have a dry electrophotographic toner with an amphipathic copolymer having an S 
and D portions in the copolymer. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 



conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
